Westglen welcomes Japanese students

From experiencing deep-fried squid to sampling sushi, 
students at Westglen School received a real taste of 
Japanese culture last week. 

Fifteen students and three chaperones arrived from 
Vliki Town, Japan on March 20 for some exposure to life 
in Canada. 

Among the Westglen students whose families hosted 
the visitors were Ashleigh Lanouette, Grade 7, and 
Nathan Groot, Grade 8, who were eager for the opportu¬ 
nity. 

“I wanted to learn a different culture,” said Ashleigh, 
adding that she hopes to go to join the group going to Miki 
Town next year. 

Many of the Japanese students brought electronic trans¬ 
lators, which proved to be very helpful in breaking the 
language barrier, Nathan said. 

“The language is very complicated,” he said. “If she 
doesn’t understand...I can write English on a piece of 
paper and she'd be able to read it in Japanese.” 

However, breakdowns in communication still resulted 
in some confusion. 

“They roll their L’s so it’s an ‘R,’” Nathan noted with a 
chuckle. "The other day, [my student] needed to go to the 
locker. She was saying ‘rocker,’ so I was [confused.]” 

The visit was part of an exchange program between the 
two towns that first began about five years ago. To decide 
who would come to Canada this year, Grade 9 students in 
Miki filled out applications and wrote a test, with the top 
15 selected to go on the trip. 

The joint relationship between the two towns Ls set to 
be formalized in a ceremony in Didsbury April 28, which 
will include the mayor of Miki Town and other dignitaries. 


“I didn’t think we would ever twin, because 1 always 
thought the cost was really prohibitive,” indicated town 
municipal clerk Luana Smith, who orchestrated the visit. 

However, she later discovered from the Alberta-Japan 
Twinned Municipalities Association that the cost would 
only be $25. 

“Then I thought, OK,” Smith laughed. “[Miki Town] 
Mayor [Osamu] Ishihara really wanted it to be official.”

learning about another culture can have a positive 
impact on the host country, noted Mayor Bri;m Wittal. 

“As you see how others live you can compare it to how 
you’re living and you can take from that what you want 
and incorporate it into your lifestyle,” he said. “By doing 
that you break down those barriers... whether they be 
race, religion or philosophical ideas.” 

Usually an exchange program of this nature is run 
through the schools, but because in Japan the board of 
education is run out of the town office, the Town of 
Didsbury took on the role of organizer. 

All that remained for the school to do was to host the 
visit, said Westglen School vice-principal Carolyn 
Masse I 

“The work is all done by the Japanese hosts. They pre¬ 
pare everything and bring it with them,” said Massel. “The 
kids do a lot of work at their school in Miki Town decid¬ 
ing what they want to teach our students about Japanese 
culture.” 

Among the topics they chose to discuss with Westglen 
students were calligraphy, cooking and Japanese junk 
food, which included several variations on deep-fried 
squid. 

Despite the differences between the two cultures, the 
Japanese students also had many things in common with 
their Canadian counterparts, remarked Westglen princi¬ 
pal Jeff Thompson. 

"We have kids that come over from Japan, they listen to 
their iPods, they’re playing the same video games,” he 
said, adding that the students at Westglen have generally 
been very receptive of the visitors. 

“The kids have always been welcomed in our school. I 
think that’s something to be proud of.”

“This is something I just really love to do," she 
explains. 

“Sarah is definitely a solid musician," notes 
Wassmer.

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Town tackles water waste

Drip, drip, drip. 

Leaky taps may !*■ annoy¬ 
ing, but it’s poor connections 
in mcseen pipes that can real¬ 
ly drive up leakage and water 
use, says Town of Didsbury 
Manager of Planning and 
Infrastructure Brittany 
Hutton. 

In fact, old pi|M*s can result 
in a home losing as much as 
five bathtubs worth of water 
per day. 

Addressing water leakage 
and conservation will lie a 
priority for the town over the 
next few months. 

The town recently 
received a $34,000 grant 
from the province under the 
Municipal Sustainability 
Program, and the money will 
Ik 1 used to purchase dual¬ 
flush or low-flush toilets for 
every municipal building, a 
total of 65 toilets. 

““The best way to help 
your community change is to 
do it yourself," notes Hutton. 

In addition, tap aerators, 
aerated shower heads and 
other water conservation 
tools, such as Toilet 
Tummies - plastic bags 
placed inside the toilet tank 
tliat reduce the amount of 
water used per flush - will be 
available to residents at a 
subsidized cost. 

The town’s initiative also 
ties into Allierta’s Water for 
life strategy. 

“It’s obvious that we are in 
one of the watersheds in 
Alberta, yet we have the 
largest population for the 
southern region." says 
Hutton, adding that this led 
to water use restrictions in 
Didsbury last summer. 

“There’s only so much 
water that is available, so the 
more that we can conserve, 
that allows us to improve 
both the lifestyles of the peo¬ 
ple. the wilderness around 
us and [reduce] the environ¬ 
mental concerns that come 
with the over-consumption 
of water.” 

In an effort to kickstart its 
conservation plan - which 
will officially launch in the 
first week of May - the town 
will be handing out free leak¬ 
age detection tablets to resi¬ 
dents at the upcoming 
Didsbury Ail, Travel, & 
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Town of Didsbury Manager of Planning and Infrastructure Brittany 
Hutton.

To test for toilet leakage, 
put a tablet into the toilet 
tank and then to check if 
colour appears in the bowl 
when the toilet is flushed.

“To get |>eople to start talk¬ 
ing, we’re going to give these 
out to residents to get them 
aware that leakage is actual¬ 
ly one of the largest causes 
of water waste," said Hutton, 
who recently took over from 
retiring Planning and 
Development Officer Roltert 
Wigg, who will continue to 
do some contract work and 
inspections for the town. 


Hutton first came to the 
town as an administrative 
intern and has been working 
on community infrastructure 
since November. 

“A lot of people, they 
dream about having a posi¬ 
tion like this, and for me it’s 
become a reality,” said 
Hutton who has degrees in 
Urban Studies and 
Economics from the 
University of Calgary and 
has previously worked with 
the City of Calgary and the 
City of Red Deer and the gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta develop¬ 
ing programs and doing poli¬ 
cy planning. 

“I’m excited for the oppor¬ 
tunity.”

Homelessness 
funding a 
complicated 
issue

The.- Steinui( li government’s recently 
announced 10-year plan to end home¬ 
lessness is full of noble sentiments and 
aims. 

With the province estimating that 
each chronically homeless person costs 
taxpayers more than $100,000 a year, 
ending homelessness is both a social 
and financial goal worth pursuing 

Yet with money increasingly tight in the province right 
now, the big question is, should taxpayers dish out the $3 bil¬ 
lion needed to make the plan work? 

While most of the province's homeless currently live in the 
big cities, there are many people without permanent homes 
in west central Alberta - and those numbers, sadly, are prob¬ 
ably on the upswing in light of the ongoing recession. 

The 10 -year plan, prepared by the Allierta Secretariat for 
Action on I lontelessness, calls for the creation of permanent, 
safe housing for the homeless and outlines the associated 
services needed to “break the cycle of homelessness”. 

It also adopts a ‘Housing first ’ approach of providing 
immediate housing along with client-centred support servic¬ 
es such as mental health services, addictions counselling, 
employment training and other tailored supports as needed. 

Details on implementing and funding the plan will be out¬ 
lined in the April 7 budget. 

With provincial revenues having fallen off steeply in recent 
months, finding the necessary money to get the plan rolling 
may now be a lot easier said than done. 

“You know how dramatically the world economy has 
changed, even since the plan was initiated," said Housing 
Minister Yvonne Fritz. “But we are looking very closely at 
what our implementation process will be and about what the 
budget will be.” 

Liberal housing critic Dave Taylor says despite the eco¬ 
nomic downturn the province should still make homeless 
funding a top priority in the new budget. 

"Because if we just keep managing the homeless rather 
than trying to solve the problem, it's going to cost us double," 
said Taylor. 

While other jurisdictions such as Portland and New York 
City have found the approach being suggested for Alberta to 
lx‘ successful and sustainable over the long term, it Is prob 
ably pertinent to remember that those programs were fund¬ 
ed during boom times. 

Tlie Allierta Secretariat for Action on Homelessness study 
that led to formation of the 10-year plan concluded that mov¬ 
ing 11,000 [KHiple off the streets into permanent housing 
could end up saving taxpayers $7 billion by 2010 . 

The big question remains, are taxpayers ready to spend $3 
billion now to maybe save $7 billion down the road? 

MIAs have some big decisions to make during the upcom¬ 
ing legislative session - not the least of which Is what to do 
about the growing problem of homelessness in many Alberta 
communities.

Let's ban "flavours-of-the-month" 
environmental movements

Tliree movements which have made 
the news lately - the stop-selling-1 nit- 
tied-water movement, the switch-the- 
Ughts-off-for-an-hour movement, and 
the choose-locally-produced-food 
movement - reveal several misguided 
trends in modem environmentalism. 

The trends stem from the fact that 
each of these movements is guilty of 
asking the wrong questions in their 
quest for environmental sustainability, 
thereby distracting attention from far 
more effective initiatives. 

It is beyond controversy that human 
1 Mings, as the only species with the 
ability to change the environment more 
than it change's as, can undermine the 
complex systems that sustain life on 
earth. However, our response to the 
danger that each of as represents to life 
on earth requires a more thoughtful 
approach than has been exemplified by 
proponents of the three movements. 

First, let's dissect the reasoning 
behind the Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities' (FCM) decree that 
municipalities stop selling bottled 
w'ater. The decree seems to stem from 
FCM asking the question: “Is bottksl 
water the most efficient way of drink¬ 
ing water?” There is no doubt that sell 
ing half a pint of water for two dollars 
Is both till 1 marketing coup of the cen¬ 
tury and an inefficient use of resources 
compared to drinking tap water. 
Encouraging ixsiple to drink tap water 
is clearly the right answer to the ques- 
tion they asked. 

Unfortunately, and no matter that 
two dollars seems like a rip-off, drink¬ 
ing bottled water probably has a small¬ 
er ecological impact than if we sjHiit 


the same money on other uses. A better 
question for FCM to have asked was: “If 
people an 1 going to spend two dollars, 
would the ecological impact lx> more or 
less if that sending shifts to other 
products such as other kinds of drinks, 
perhaps more food, or perhaps a cou¬ 
ple of litres of gasoline?” Restricting 
1 Kittled water will, at Ix'st, simply shift 
consumption rather than reduce it. At 
worst, people will end up asing tin* 
money they save by drinking tap water 
to instead consume more n'source- 
intensive goods. 

Now let's look at the locally-pro¬ 
duced food movement. When its propo¬ 
nents ask, “How do we reduce the eco¬ 
logical impact of transporting food?” 
they are assuming that transportation Is 
the biggest variable in the ecological 
footprint of food production. But after 
Guardian columnist George Monbiot 
declared that it Is “unthinkable" to con¬ 
sume food transported to Europe from 
New Zealand on the basis of the ecolog¬ 
ical ftxitprint such a distance entailed, 
researchers at New Zealand's Lincoln 
University proved the opposite was in 
fact tme. The researchers found that, 
liecaase agriculture in New Zealand is 
actually more efficienet and specialized 
than Europe's, the total ecological 
impact (production plus transport) of 
Europeans eating some of New 
Zealand's agricultural products Is less 
than buying locally. 

Finally, then' Is the Earth Hour cam¬ 
paign to sw itch lights olT - advwated 
by tbe World Wildlife Fund as a way to 
take action against climate change. 

Then' an' 8 , 7 (iti hours in a year and 
switching lights off for one of them is 
tokenism writ large. When you consid¬ 
er that several billion |H‘oplc in the 


world don't even have electric lights to 
switch off, Earth Horn seems to be 
both merely symbolic and a little bit 
indulgent. Much like choosing locally- 
grown food, Earth Hour Is more of a 
cultural event than a substantive 
approach to reducing our ecological 
impact. 

Contrary to the conceits these three 
romantic and collective actions entail, 
the real advances in harmonizing the 
relationship between our species and 
our planet are often (and disappointing¬ 
ly perhaps?) piecemeal and incremen¬ 
tal. 

They are also often commercially 
driven. For example: 

Containerized and refrigerated shiji- 
ping are commercial innovations that 
have allowed us to literally bridge the 
gap between the most efficient places 
to grow food and people's preferred 
places to consume it, Ik? ter farming 
techniques mean that we can fin'd linin' 
people without needing to clear more 
kuid. and 

a look at the General Electric website 
shows how smart grid technology will 
streamline electricity distribution by 
balancing demand -so long as millions 
of people don’t insist on switching their 
lights in unison to make “statements." 

Unlike the enviroiunental-flavour-of- 
the-month movements, these innova¬ 
tions an' highly effective but complete¬ 
ly unromantic. The real call to action 
should be for smarter, evideneed- 
liased. incremental green policy instead 
of hijacking a good cause for cultural 
fads.

(d) establish a method of making decisions on applications for development 
permits including the issuing of development permits; 

(e) prescribe a procedure to notify owners of land likely to be affected by the 
issue of a development permit; 

(0 implement any municipal statutory plans; and 

(g) may prohibit or regulate and control the use and development of lands and 
buildings in a municipality

held April 21, 2009, commencing at 6:00 p.m. in the Council Chambers of the 
Town of Didsbury Municipal Office, 2037-19 Avenue.
